Humphrey (D-Minn) in West 
Virginia assures him the Demo- 
cratic nomination for president at 
Wic Democratic convention in Lo's 
Angeles. 


Others who will have a major 


say in selection of the nominee 
didn't go so far, but some of tho,m 
conceded the West Virginia show- 
ing will have a strong effect. 


For example: "The results are 


meaningful in our own slate of 
New York." That came in a joint 
statement Wednesday from Denv 
ocratic State Chairman Michael 
H. Prcndtrgast and Carmine G. 
DeSapio, national commitlecman 
and leader of Tammany Hall. 


They added the result "will be 


a highly significant and serious 
factor" in the deliberations ofjhe 
state's delegation, which will be 
chosen in a primary June 7. They 
didn't commit themselves further. 
New York carries 114 convention 
votes. 


On the other hand, Gov. Edmund 


G. Brown of California and Gov. 
David Lawrence of Pennsylvania 
maintained their previous posi- 
tions of neutrality in the Demo- 
cratic presidential race, though 
hailing Kennedy's West Virginia 
triumph.
